Last Of The Farms 


Turner Property To 
Become Orchard 
Of Homes

It could have been preserved as a farm, 
one of the last few remaining in Andover. 
Instead, the one-time apple orchard on 
South Main Street, zoned Single Residence 
B, may become the site of 26 single-family 
houses known as “Turner Farm Estates.” 

Turner Farm owner Harvey Turner and 
co-owner Harvey Turner, Jr., have sub- 
mitted preliminary plans for the devel- 
opment to the Planning Board, and the 
planners will hold a public hearing on their 
proposal at 9 p.m. Tuesday, Dec. 22, in the 
theatre building. 

Last spring, Andover landscaper Rich- 
ard Lundgren of Village Landscaping 
hoped to buy the farm, to replant the apple 
orchard and preserve it as open space. Ina 
town meeting article, he asked that the 
town acquire the development rights to 
the farm under the state Agricultural 
Preservation Act. 

But“annual town meeting defeated that 
article, which called for a $50,000 appro- 
priation from Conservation Commission 
funds. Although a majority of voters sup- 
ported the article, it failed to win the

The Turners’ plans, drawn by Magee 
Construction of Arlington, are unusual be- 
cause they propose combining 13 clustered 
lots of 20,000 square feet each with 22 
conventional 30,000-square foot lots. The 
remaining four lots have frontage on South 
Main Street, and therefore might not be 
considered subdivision lots (which are de- 
fined as being built on a new street) 

How much green space should be left in 
the development is one question that will 
probably be raised during the public hear- 
ing, the planners indicated. The plans now 
call for leaving a little over four acres of 
open space, enough to satisfy the cluster 
development requirements for 13 houses 
The planners, however, wondered if green 
space for 22 houses might be required 

Community Development and Planning 
Director Jonathan Gilmore explained that 
the plan combines clustered and non-clus- 
tered lots to make the best use of the 32- 
acre parcel, which is spotted with wet- 
lands. The engineers also came up with

Energy Facility Closes 
Doors To Private Haulers 


UOP. Inc. has exhausted tonnage capacity for pri- 
vate refuse at its $74 million trash to energy plant 
bound for North Andover, meaning commercial inter- 
ests will have to look elsewhere to solve disposal needs 
for the remainder of the century 

UOP will design, build and operate the 1,500 ton per 
day (tpd) plant for the Northeast Solid Waste Commit- 
tee (NESWC), a consortium of Merrimack Valley and 
North Shore communities 

On Sept. 17 NESWC authorized UOP to secure up to 
600 tons per day from private haulers and company 
representative John Phillips said the ceiling has been 
reached 

Phillips said now that commitments from 10 haulers 
have subscribed the commercial allotment, competi- 
tion among communities vying for shrinking munici. 
pal capacity has intensified dramatically. 

Phillips said, ‘‘Given the mix of communities ex- 
pected to sign this month, several cities and towns will 
be frozen out of the project because capacity is lim- 
ited.” 

He said approximately 30 cities and towns compris- 
ing more than 800 tons per day are now competing for 
what amounts to only approximately 225 tons per day 
of space left alloted for communities. 

Phillips said that while private hauler response was 
positive, it was not unexpected given the benefits the 
NESWC package has to offer. 

Phillips said, ‘‘Private haulers see NESWC as pro- 
viding a reliable, long-term, low cost solution to dispo- 
sal needs, a solution that is more economically 
attractive than any alternative present today or on the 


horizon.”’ 
Phillips said haulers see NESWC as a stable project

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East Junior High Students Work 
Toward Cafeteria Improvements 


Food has become an integral part of the curriculum 
at East Junior High this year according to Principal 
A.E. Frulla 

Responding to less than ideal conditions in the 
school’s cafeteria, Frulla met with other staff mem- 
bers to look for ways to both improve the appearance 
of the cafeteria and reduce the amount of wasted food. 
Students, who up until this year had had little or no 
options as to what to eat on a given day, frequently 
discarded significant amounts of food at the end of a 
lunch period. 

Frulla was also faced with the loss of one of the 
three lunch shifts operated up until the end of last 
year. This reduction from three to two was caused by 
staff cuts which reduced the number of teachers avail- 
able to supervise the lunch room. Reduction of the 
number of lunch shifts meant that teachers could stay 
in the classroom to teach, but each lunch shift would 
serve 300 students, increasing the potential for prob- 
lems. 

The solution to a potentially difficult situation was 
worked out by Frulla, Assistant Principal Jack Hughes 
and Ken Pellerin, advisor to the student council, in 
accordance with sound principles of behavior manage- 
ment. 

Students were given an expanded menu to choose 
from, in most cases, four options on a given day. This, 
it was hoped, would reduce the problem of discarded 
food. As part of the program, students would also be 
asked to take responsibility for maintenance of the 


cafeteria. This two-phase approach has seen a dramat- 
ic increase in the number of hot lunches served per day 
by over 100 over last year. At the same tiem, almost no 
food is being wasted, mainly due to the fact that 
students now can choose what they really want to eat 
on a given day. 

As a solution to the problem of litter, student work 
crews composed of 10 seventh and eighth graders are 
assigned to the cafeteria for cleanup during the last 10 
minutes of each lunch period. Each student in grades 7 
and 8 has this duty for one week out of the year, and 
students are assigned in alphabetical order. To date, of 
the 120 students who have been involved in this cleanup 
duty, only one has expressed reservations regarding 
the program, according to Assistant Principal Jack 
Hughes, who supervises the student work groups. The 
dramatic reduction in the amount of litter found after 
each lunch shift is in part due to the fact that other 
students now realize that cooperation with their peers 
who have cleanup duty in a given week means that, 
when their turn comes to help out, they too can count 
on cooperation. According to Assistant Principal 
Hughes, ‘‘Students now have a chance to perform a 
needed service to the school, as well as to develop an 
increased awareness of their dependence on each 
other.”’ 

Principal Frulla sees this program as not just an 
easy way to keep the cafeteria clean; Frulla’s aim is 
to ‘‘change the quality of the students’ lives whiie they 
are at school.”’ It is his belief that more change in 
students’ attitudes can be accomplished by this pro- 
gram than in the classroorn. 

Students, too, see the changes as positive. Student 
Dan Feng put it this way, ‘Last year we got army 
surplus food. Now we have a choice.’’ Dan, however, 
did express dissatisfaction with the mixing of age 
groups which has resulted from the move to two lunch 
shifts. 

Cafeteria workers are happier this year also as they 
see a greater appreciation of their efforts, which on 
many days involve the preparation of ‘“‘homecooked’’ 
dishes, may of which unfortunately sell out before the 
end of the second lunch shift. With almost 100 percent 
of the food sold actually being eaten, cafeteria staff 
can now be assured that their contributions to the 
improved atmosphere at East are, in fact, appre- 
ciated.

The holiday season is a 
time for merriment and 
good cheer. It is also a 
time when people often 
times drink too much and 
then drive—which can re 
sult in unnecessary and/or 
fatal highway accidents 

Sherry Seidel, coordina- 
tor of the Alcohol Safety 
Action Action Program 
(ASAP) at Lawrence Gen- 
eral Hospital, Lawrence 
stressed that alcohol is a 
factor in one-half of all 
highway fatalities. She out- 
lined the following tips on 
how to avoid a possible ar- 
rest for ‘Driving While In- 
toxicated’ and/or physical 
damage to yourself or oth- 
ers: 

1. Set a limit when you 
drink. A general rule of 
thumb is to drink no more 
than three or four mea- 
sured drinks in an evening. 


2. Pace yourself when 
drinking. A safe way to 
drink is to space your 
drinks to one drink per 
hour with a maximum of 
four drinks in an evening. 


3. Don’t drink on an emp- 
ty stomach. Alcohol will 
travel to your brain much 
faster if'you have an empty 
stomach causing you to be- 
come intoxicated quicker 
than if you had just eaten. 


4. Know what you are 
drinking and beware of 
strong measured drinks. 


It is important to keep in 
mind what type of bever- 
age you are drinking, Sei- 
del states. for instance, 
Seidel notes, when or- 
dering a drink such as a 
martini, manhattan or 
black Russian, you are get- 
ting two drinks in one. She 
smphasized there are two 
shots of liquor in each of 
these which is often con- 
sumed as fast as a drink 
with one shot of liquor in it 
such as a gin and tonic, 
whiskey and ginger ale 


The ASAP coordinator 
reviewed other factors that 
affect how drunk you get.

Howard Wayne, representing Papa Gino's, 
noted that 80 other restaurants in the chain are li- 
censed to serve wine and beer in New England, and 
sell those beverages to ‘‘a small percentage”’ of cus- 
tomers. 

He emphasized that without the license, the restau- 
rant could lose its appeal to adults and families and be 
forced to compete with nearby McDonald's for young 
customers. ‘‘We don’t want to be stuck with a lot of 
kids,’’ Wayne said. « 


The sale of wine and beer is closely supervised at the 
cash registers, the attorney said, and is not sold with 
take-out orders. Cashiers are trained to routinely 
check identification on young people, and beer and 
wine are not served unless food is ordered as well. 

‘This is not a place where kids drink, because they 
would run into their parents, or a friend’s parents,”’ 
Wayne said. ‘This is not a hang-out for kids who are 
drinking — it’s not a place that lends itself to drink- 
ing. 

Poore asked Town Clerk Elden Salter to check the 
restaurant’s reputation for license violations in other 
communities before the Andover board granted the 
license 


But Selectman Jerry Silverman persuaded his col- 
leagues to okay the license by pointing out that Papa 
Gino’s is ‘‘not just a pizza place, it’s a restaurant. It’s 
a new restaurant in town, and they certainly should be 
able to have a beer and wine license. I have no objec- 
tion.”” 

Silverman pointed out that the Towne Deli, also 
located at the plaza, has a wine and malt beverages

The board then voted unanimously to grant the 
license, but not before Gammon warned that the 


selectmen are ‘‘very, very strict’’ with liquor license 

holders, and ‘‘throw the book at anybody in Andover’ 

who violates a liquor license by selling to minors. 
‘You won't be sorry,”’ Atty. Wayne promised after 


the license was granted.

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FinCom Vetoes Special Meeting 
To Consider Gypsy Moth Funds

Whether townspeople wish to finance 
aerial spraying against gypsy moths or 
not, they will not be able to make that 
decision at a Jan. 6 special town meeting

The Finance Committee eliminated the 
possibility of a special meeting when they 
decided not to approve a $200,000 special 
article on spraying with a five to three 


vote, after a long and emotional meeting 
last Wednesday night at Town Hall. 

Advocates of spraying the entire town 
with carbaryl (Sevin) have not given up 
hope for next spring, however: They are 
now working toward taking their article to 
annual town meeting next April. 

Under a town bylaw, a special town 
meeting cannot be held to consider a fi- 
nancial article unless the FinComm ap- 
proves the article. And although 
committee members had no desire to 
block a special meeting, Chairman Ruth 
Dunbar said Friday, the majority could 
not support the spraying article. 

‘There is no question that the entire 
committee would have preferred to take it 
to town meeting,’’. Dunbar said. “But we 
would have had to argue (in favor of 
spraying) at town meeting — we couldn’t 
change our minds before the meeting. It 
was very clear that we had to believe in 
spraying. Those are the laws under which 
we operate.”’ 

Committee members Jordan Burgess, 
Frederick Fitzgerald and John Sullivan 
voted to approve the article, while Dun- 
bar, Donald Ellsworth, Edward Kulcsar, 
Joanne Marden and Peter Volpe voted to 
disapprove it. 


After examining a study prepared by the 
gypsy moth committee, a special subcom- 
mittee of the Board of Health, most Fin- 
Comm members believed spraying would 
not be “‘all that effective,’’ she explained. 
Dr. Stephen Loring and John Kimball pre- 
sented results of the report to the commit- 
tee during the meeting. 

The report found that letting the moth 
population die off naturally would be pre- 
ferable to spraying. However, if the town 
chose to spray, the subcommittee recom- 
mended aerial spraying with carbaryl, and 
that recommendation was used as the 
basis of the special article. 

“It is not airtight-There is no perfect 
answer,’ Dunbar said. ‘‘But after careful 
scientific study, the bulk of the evidence 
shows that spraying is not the best an- 
swer. Nature is the best answer.’’ 

Holding a single-issue town meeting to 
consider appropriating $200,000 ‘‘out of 
context, when we have an enormous bud- 
get pressure because of Proposition 24”’ 
was another factor in the committee's 
vote to disapprove the article, she added 

Supporters of the special meeting turned 
out in force for the committee meeting, 
with some 50 townspeople filling the town

Weekend Storm A Surprise 


While Andover enjoyed the lightly fall- 
ing snow Saturday afternoon, and felt it a 
nice touch for the annual Santa Claus 
parade, they weren't anticipating the end 
result of upwards of 13 inches before the 
storm ended on Sunday.

The heavy snow downed power lines in 
some sections of town, bringing out Mas- 
sachusetts Electric Co. crews to make 
repairs throughout the night Saturday and 
into Sunday. 

Public Works Director Robert E. Mc- 
Quade said that other than the crews being 
tired from the long hours, the department 
came through the storm well. Joined by 
private contractors, plows were on the 
road throughout the storm and were back

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The Law Needs Changing 


There are probably some bylaws on the Andover 
books which are no longer needed and could affect the 
general welfare of the community adversely when nec- 
essary to be imposed. 

But, at the moment, one which needs immediate 
attention is the power granted the Finance Committee 
to prohibit a special town meeting through an adverse 
report on a financial article in the special warrant. 

The FinCom, on a five-three vote last week, recom- 
mended against the expenditure of funds to institute a 
spraying program to combat gypsy moths. The action of 
the majority of the board thus prevented the residents 
of the town from determining whether or not they 
wished to expend public funds to attack a problem 
which threatens to return in the spring and possibly 
defoliate sections of the community. 

It is wrong that a community which operates under a 


town meeting form of government can have the ability 


to govern their own destiny and expense controlled by a 
few. 

At this point the only way to address the problem of 
gypsy moths is to present the proposal at the annual 
town meeting in the spring, which may be too late. 

But, at that same town meeting, it is higly recom- 
mended that some steps be taken to correct the provi- 
sions of the bylaws which gives the FinCom so much 
power. 

It could be debated whether or not the FinCom could 
have allowed this special session to go forward. If the 
bylaw is strictly interpreted, then the votes of the five 
members does prevent the matter from going before a 
special town meeting. 

If the five members, or a majority of the board, voted 
in favor of the appropriation, even if they felt the 
expense was not entirely justified, the voters of And- 
over would have had the opportunity to make their own 
decision -- and that, after all, is supposed to be how 
Andover’s government is supposed to operate. 

When the bylaw was adopted in 1957, the reasons may 


, have been somewhat justifiable. 


The intent was to prevent such groups as municipal 
employees packing a special town meeting to act on 
salaries or benefits. Or to prohibit someone from gain- 
ing a utility line extension. In general, it was aimed at 
preventing special interest groups from gaining an 
advantage at a special town meeting, when attendance 
might be slight and issues advanced with ease. 

There would seem to be sufficient administrative 
guidance, along with changes in Andover’s town man- 
ager charter provisions, to prevent such things happen- 
ing now. 

While the action of the FinCom last week marked the 
first time the veto power cancelled a speciai town 
meeting completely, imposing a negative vote did pro- 
hibit action on money articles at special and October 
town meetings up until 1974. 

At that time, the FinCom veto power was removed 
for articles in the October town meeting, now no longer 
mandated on an annual basis, and for articles in special 
warrants within the annual town meeting. 

There was feeling then, as there is now, that no group, 
either elected or appointed, should be able to usurp 
powers reserved to the citizens of the community under 
the provisions of town meeting form of government. 

It is now quite apparent that the regulation needs to 
be altered again in order to insure that Andover resi- 
dents may exercise their rightful powers under the 
provisions of town meeting administration - - -referred 
to as the truest form of democracy. 

It is suggested that some member of the municipal 
family sponsor the necessary article at the annual town 
meeting in the spring.

This ls Democracy? 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

And they call this a Deomocracy! What a travesty! 

On Wednesday evening, Dec. 2, 1981, approximately 
100 people sat at an Andover Finance Committee 
meeting. The main object of the meeting was to 
approve or disapprove a Special Town Meeting for 
aerial spraying of gypsy moths. 

A dedicated sub-committee worked long and hard on 
reasons for and against the aerial spraying. A lot of 
facts were presented, most of which were on the 
defense of the spraying. There were only seven dis- 
senters in the audience that voiced any objection. That 
left approximately 93 proponents of this project. 

Due to a Town By-Law that was passed in 1957, any 
article that is to be presented at a Special Town 
Meeting, that is appropriating town funds, must first 
be approved by the Finance Committee. 

The Finance Committee disapproved this article by 
a bote of five to three. Out of the five people disapprov- 
ing, at leats three of them were sympathetic to the 
problem, but felt that they could not, in all good 
conscience, back an article that would appropriate 
approximately $200,000 of town funds, especially in 
light of Proposition 242. 

Now, these people are not even elected officials. 
They are appointed by the Town Moderator. How can a 
committee of eight people make a decision for the 
whole town of Andover? This is absolutely ludicrous, 
especially in view of the fact that at least 600 people 
(those that signed the petition for Special Town Meet- 
ing) were in favor of town wide aerial spraying. The 
money available for any town projects is paid by the 
townspeople of Andover. If they wish to appropriate 
funds for a project they feel is interfering with the 
quality of life in Andover, which the gypsy moth 
caterpillar certainly is doing, then for heaven’s sake, 
let it be decided in Town Meeting, and not a committee 
of eight people 

Needless to say, the committee was not all apprecia- 
tive of being put in the position of making such a 
decision, but they did have to abide by the present law. 

Now, I say, this by-law needs to be amended. There 
should be a provision in the by-law that allows the 
townspeople of Andover to decide on an emergency 
appropriation, which this certainly can be called. This 
is not a continuing appropriation, it is just an emergen- 
cy appropriation for next spring. 

Now, if we should have a disaster in Andover, such 
as a flood, earthquake, hurricane, tornado, fire, etc., 
would we have to wait for the Finance Committee to 
decide whether or not to appropriate funds? I think 
not. 

I believe that this should be called an emergency and 
should be voted on at a Special Town Meeting by the 
entire populace of Andover.

FinCom Powers Frightening 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

On Wednesday evening, Dec. 2, I had the opportunity 
to be preset and participate in a Finance and Advi- 
sory Board hearing held in the Hearing Room in the 
Andover town Hall. The topic of discussion was the 
gypsy moth and the question was to spray (aerial) or 
not to spray. 

I was a bit and am still mystified as to why the 
hearing was held at all. Since my experience on fi- 
nance committees was that the board had advisory 
function pertaining to appropriations in articles pre- 
sented at town meeting. It could, of course, transfer 
monies it held in an emergency fund. This would be 
upon request of a department that was in a financial 
condition, due to the elements or other influences that 
made it necessary for them to receive these monies. 
Yet, there I was, with several other citizens, trying to 
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convince minds, that in some cases I contend were 
already made up, that the petitioners had the right to 
put their concern, the gypsy moth in this case, before a 
special town meeting which in turn would decide 
whether there were or were not merits to the request, 
by voting for or against the proposed appropriation. 


Usually in town government the selectmen can be 
petitioned by a number of voters via a properly written 
petition, it varies from town to town, some as low as 
one hundred up to a certain number and, if more sign 
than necessary, it is my understanding the selectmen 
are duty bound to call the special town meeting. At this 
time the warrant which contains the article can be 
opened and closed at the pleasure of the Board of 
Selectmen. This gives others the opportunity to place 
their concerns in the form of a properly written article 
on the warrant and these will also be brought up for 
consideration at the special town meeting. However, 
we were informed by the chairman of the Finance and 
Advisory Board, Mrs. Dunbar, that a little known act 
was found that specified that, any special town meet- 
ing that concerned monies had to go before the Fi- 
nance and Advisory Board for its opinion, approval or 
disapproval. What this had to do with having or not 
having the town meeting still escapes me, since many 
times the Finance and Advisory Board will disapprove 
the appropriation of monies and yet on Town Hall floor 
the citizens may see otherwise and vote the monies. In 
other words, the town meeting is held with or without 
the Finance and Advisory Board’s approval or disap- 
proval. 


According to the wisdom of the Finance Board, their 
interpretation was that they had the final word on 
whether or not to hold a town meeting by voting 
against the apprepriation. It didn’t matter if 80 per- 
cent of the town’s voters wanted that meeting. Nine 
appointed members of the Finance and Advisory 
Board would decide whether a town meeting would be 
held or not. When I questioned the chairman, she 
informed me that this act was written and inserted in 
the bylaws in 1957 and was done because of the deep 
concern someone had that if it were not done there 
would be an unleasing of many special town meetings 
for this or that. I pursued the chairman and asked her 
how many times in the last 24 years that this little 
known bylaw had been used. I wasn’t surprised when 
she informed the gathering this was the first time. 
This says something for the concern someone had and 
it certainly judges this concern as unfounded. | don't 
feel the Finance and Advisory Board has within the 
perimeters of its responsibility the power to prevent 
the voice of the people from being heard at the town 
meeting. I do feel it’s within their scope, in fact they 
are duty bound, to make known to the people in re- 
gards to the financial impact on our tax rate of any 
particular article concerning appropriation to the 
town meeting, but it’s up to the people at the town 
meeting to approve or disapprove, not the Finance and 
Advisory Board and the Board of Selectmen. Nor is it 
up to the Finance and Advisory Board to expand on the 
particulars of an article in regards to its chemical 
nature or the effects on the quality of life or their 
particular philosophy as they in some cases assumed 
at this meeting. 


In fact, the chairman of the Finance Board is quoted 
as saying, ‘‘while we may disagree philosophically,’’ I 
assume this means she was against the article in 
regards to spraying per se. “It’s too bad we can’t 
argue the case on the Town Hall floor.’’ She goes on to 
say, ‘‘It’s inappropriate that eight appointed members 
can deny a town meeting.’’ It should be noted that in 
this instance it took only five appointed members to 
accomplish this end. It leads one to assume that if 
indeed the chairman felt this way, why did she vote? 
Faced with this philosophical and procedural dilem- 
ma, the correct position would have been to abstain. 


I feel the Board of Selectmen have passed the buck, 
no pun intended, to the Finance and Advisory Board 
and except for three members, the remaining five 
were not up to the challenge. This board, I feel, by 
their callous disregard to the taxpaying voters con- 
cerned with this article deliberately used a bylaw 
never used since its inception 24 years ago to prevent 
the voice of the concerned citizens from being heard at 
a special town meeting. When one ponders its ramifi- 
cations, it’s frightening. To say nothing of the infesta- 
tion now facing this area and the harm and ruin that 
will be witnessed this spring and early summer

Andover High is indeed fortunate to have two high- 
quality, talented and well-respected coaches the cali- 
ber of Wil Hixon and Dick Collins, both of whom were 
recently honored for their achievements in guiding the 
fortunes of young athletes 

Hixon was voted by his peers as the Eastern Mass 
Division I Coach of the Year for the 1980-81 season, 
which saw the Golden Warriors construct a brilliant 
24-1 record enroute to the Merrimack Valley Confer- 
ence East Division championship and a berth in the 
EMass. Tournament finals opposite Cambridge 
Rindge and Latin 

Cottins, who last*year was named National High 
School Track Coach of the Year, two weeks ago re- 
seived the top award presented ar.ually by the New 
England Association of FootBall’Officidte. .. .’, 

It is somewhat ironic that both men arrived on the 
Andover scene in 1959, and since that time both have 
been instrumental in elevating the high school basket- 
ball, football and track programs to heights reached 
only by a precious few 


Wil Hixon 


Wil Hixon, an assistant principal at the high school” 


who is beginning his 23rd season as the varsity hoop 
coach, grew up in Plymouth, N.H., where he competed 
in football, basketball, skiing, baseball and track for 
Piymouth High 

‘‘In those days they used to let the kids participate 
on two teams during the same season,’’ explained 
Hixon, who divided his winter time between the court 
and the slopes and split his spring hours between the 
diamond and the oval 

Hixon was a two-year captain and quarterback on 
the football team, whose schedule consisted largely of 
prep school rivals. He played guard on the basketball 
squad, which won a league title his junior year, was 
the starting second baseman on three Plymouth High 
championship teams in baseball, and ran the 100, 220 
dash and mile relay (anchorman) on the track team 

Hixon contirffed his education at Plymouth State 
College, competing on the basketball and baseball 
teams. 

‘I don’t think I missed an inning for the baseball 
team, which won a couple of New England Teachers’ 
College Championships,” recalled Hixon 

‘‘But in basketball, the score had to be pretty lop- 
sided either way for me to get in there. I was a great 
defensive player,’ he added with a laugh 

Wil, who majored in history and taught a course in 
Problems of Democracy at AHS for years before 
taking an administrative post, spent six years coach- 
ing in New Hampshire before moving to Andover 

After graduation he was the head basketball and 
baseball coach at Raymond High from 1953-55, guiding 
both teams to State titles 

He returned to Plymouth High to coach football and 
basketball from 1956-58, winning a league title his final 
season and missing the State football crown by a half 
game that year 

In addition to his basketball duties at Andover High, 
Hixon was the varsity golf coach for a time, assisted 
Ted Boudreau in baseball for several years, and spent 
15 falls as an assistant football coach under Dick 
Collins 

Hixon’s dazzling career statistics in basketball in 
clude 437 total victories, a record 213 Merrimack 
Valley Conference wins, and seven league 
championships including the last three years in a row 

His 1970 AHS team captured the State Class C title 
and battled to the final game of the New England 
Tournament, while the 1973-74 and 1980-61 teams 
reached the Eastern Mass. Division | Tournament 
finals 

The first of his league champion teams included 
players Tom Marjerison, Mike Noonan and Dave Ben- 
nett (who later played NFL football with the Green 
Bay Packers 

That was our final season in the Northeastern 
Conference (1965),"’ recalled Hixon, ‘‘and it was nice 
to win it because we'd been bridesmaid to Winthrop 
four of the previous seven years 

The 1970 State champs were led by Dick Muller 
Paul Howe, Shawn Mason. Tom Adams and Hixon’s 
son. David 7 
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I remember we beat a Springtield Cathedral team 
from Western Mass. that had won about 25 games in a 
row to open the New England tourney, and then we lost 
to Boston English,’’ commented Hixon 

The 1973 crew was the tallest Golden Warrior team 
ever assembled, with each member of the starting five 
standing at least 6’4’’ and the backcourt checking in at 
64" and 6’5”’ 

Key players on that unit were Carnel Cooper, Scott 
White, Steve Alexander, Dana Carmichael, Scott 
Smith and Karl Nilson 

‘We got to the finals that year and faced Lexington 
at Boston Garden,” stated Hixon 

Leading the Minuteman charge that winter was Ron 
Lee, who has since played with four different NBA 
teams and is currently on the Detroit Pistons roster 

‘They beat us by something like five points,’’ com- 
mented Hixon. ‘Lee scored his points, as we knew he 
would, but the kid who killed us was Joe Cormier. He 
was averaging 8-9 a game and scored 25 that night.’’ 

Hixon was later to comment that seeing that game 
was "like watching nine boys and a man (Lee was built 
like a 25-year-old) playing basketball.”’ 

Hixon’s third truly outstanding team was last year’s 
led by Kip Jones (now at Bentley) and returning 
players Ted Kelley, Mike White, Carmen Scarpa, E.J 
Perry and Bill Caselden 

That team mowed down 24 straight opponents before 
bowing to heavily-favored Cambridge Rindge & Latin 
59-50, in a classic battle that saw AHS hang tough until 
the final two minutes 

Both Andover teams that lost in the finals were 
beaten by blue-chip college prospects (Lee and Pat 
ewing),’’ stated Hixon 

The coach has experienced many exciting and mem 
orable moments in 23 years, but three stick out in his 
mind 

‘Winning the State title in 1970 was probably num- 
ber one, followed by last year’s Christmas Tourna- 
ment final and the Cambridge Rindge & Latin game,’ 
he noted 

The Warriors’ fifth straight Christmas tourney title 
didn't come easily, as hot-shooting sophomore E.J 
Perry led a miraculous comeback for a 55-52 triple 
overtime triumph against recent archrival Methuen 

We were down by nine points with less than three 
minutes to play in regulation, but E.J. brought us back 
with some spectacular shooting. I think a lot of people 
had already left and were out in the parking lot 
figuring we had lost 

Even though Cambridge beat us last year, I don't 
think I’ve ever been prouder of a team. Those kids 
showed a lot of courage that day 

“There's a very fine line that separates the pride 
and thrills and love and all the other things that go 
with coaching kids like that 

Hixon probably couldn't have been more pleased had 
Andover won the gare 

Wil is an avid golfer, fisherman and follower of all 
sports. ‘I guess I’m addicted to sports of all kinds,’’ he 
observed. ‘College and high school more so than the 
pros 

In fact, the AHS coach has made an annual trip to 
the NCAA Basketball Tournaments held in St. Louis 
Salt Lake City, Indianapolis and Philadelphia the past 
four years ; 

The atmosphere is electric at those tournaments 
unlike anywhere else.”’ 

Hixon, who has been known ‘o light up a victory 
cigar now and then, is the father of three sons and a 
grandfather three times over 

Son, Dave, is now the varsity coach at Amherst 
College, son, Peter, lives in New Hampton, N.H_, with 
his wife and three children, and son, Bill, is a graduate 
student at UMass. where he is teaching 

In addition to the Division I Coach of the Year 
Award, Hixon has been honored as the MVC Coach of 
the Year. He also was presented a special award at the 
Christmas Tournament for his contributions to local 
area basketball! 

The Eastern Mass. award is especially significant 
because it's picked by your peers,’’ offered Hixon 

That adds something special, because they are the 
most critical and the most astute judges

“I’ve thought about that for the last five years,’’ he 
admitted. ‘‘I want to leave while I’m still on top of the 
game, and I hope I’m the first to know if I’m not. I'd 
like to leave at the right time. I don’t want to overstay. 

‘‘T still enjoy it very much. I like the practices most 
of all, and the only reason I end them is because I know 
the kids have to get home. 

“I think I started playing the game when I was in the 
fifth grade. That’s a long time to be around a basket- 
ball,’’ concluded Hixon.

Dick Collins 


Dick Collins spent his childhood in East Providence, 
R.I., where he starred in both football and track for 
the high school team. 

‘He earned Ail-State honors as a halfback in football, 
and as a sprinter in track was the Rhode Island State 
100 yard dash champ (10.1 with no starting blocks) and 
placed fourth in the New Englands. 

As a senior Collins captured the Providence Journal 
Honor Roll Award as the outstanding student-athlete 
in Rhode Island. 

Dick moved north to prep a year at Phillips-Andover 
Academy, where he ran track and emerged as the New 
England Prep School 40 yard dash champion. He was 
also a halfback on Coach Steve Sorota’s undefeated 
1948 Big Blue football power, which beat the Harvard 
and Yale University freshman teams along the way. 

Collins majored in history, a subject he has since 
taught for 27 years, while starring once again in 
football and track at Dartmouth College. 

He was second team All-New England in football, 
although Dartmouth has poor records each of his three 
years, and his first taste of coaching came when he 
guided the Hanover, N.H., high track team as a senior 
in college. 

After two years in the Marine Corps, Collins re- 
turned to coaching, spending four seasons as head 
track man and backfield coach in football at East 
Providence High. 

Like Hixon, he had returned to familiar grounds. 

Collins applied for and received the head football 
and track jobs at Andover in 1959. 

He directed the AHS indoor track teams in the North 
Shore League from 1959-67, winning several 
championships. 

Dick’s outdoor teams have enjoyed phenomenal and 
unparalleled success, winning over 200 dual meets 
while losing just nine in 22 years. 

An incredible 93-meet win streak was snapped seve- 
ral years ago by Wilmington, which edged and under- 
manned Andover team 73-72. 

Collins was disciplining several key members of that 
team at the time of the meet, and it’s typical of the 
man that his code of ethics took precedence over the 
risk of losing such an impressive victory skein.

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The outdoor teams have also chalked up 11 State 
Class titles (B, C and D), five All-State championships 
and one New England crown in 1970 (led by Van 
DeBose, Leon Sharp, Dave Hixon and John Wooten) 

It’s a happy coincidence that both Hixon and Collins 
enjoyed their finest coaching hours in the same year— 
1970. 

On the football front, 18 of the last 19 seasons have 
produced winning records. 

While Hixon last season attained the 200-win plateau 
in the Merrimack Valley Conference, Collins this year 
registered his 100th MVC triumph when the Warriors 
dropped Billerica 20-6 in the Homecoming Game. 

Collins’ overali ledger at Andover is 136-72-12, in- 
cluding 101-37-7 in the Conference. 

MVC championships have been won in 1966, 1971, 
1973, 1974 and 1975. 

Between 1973-75 Collins’ teams put together a 40- 
game undefeated streak, going 39-0-1 with the only tie 
against Lawrence Central during a Thanksgiving 
morning monsoon in 1975: 

The 1974 squad went 11-0-0, notching a pulsating 
come-from-behind 21-20 victory over Salem in the 
Eastern Mass. Division II Super Bowl. 

The 1975 crew finished at 10-0-1, nearly duplicating 
the thrills enroute to a last-minute 7-3 victory over 
Plymouth-Carver in the Bowl. 

“It’s difficult to separate those two teams in terms 
of a favorite,’ offered Collins. ‘‘So many kids were on 
both squads (Glenn Verrette, Mark Farnham, Bill 
Alexander, Jeff Winters, Pete Reilly, etc.). 

“I’ve had a lot of wonderful moments in both foot- 
ball and track, but I guess the one that stands out 
above the rest is the win over Salem in the Super Bowl. 

“The nature of that victory . . .the way we did it . . 
was special. Particularly after having lost pretty 
decisively (to Catholic Memorial) the year before,”’ 
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Co-Captain

‘All our returning kids are a year older,’’ com- 
mented Hixon, ‘‘and the experience they had last year 
should give them a lot of poise and faith in them- 
selves.” 

The three returning starters are senior guard-for- 
ward Ted Kelley (6'6’'), senior point-guard Carmen 
Scarpa (5'6’’) and senior post man Mike White (6'2’’) 

Kelley joins the elite ranks of recent AHS standouts 
like Jones, todd Orlando, Carnel Cooper and Scott 
White as a hot piece of property. 

Already coveted by many top basketball colleges, 
the long-range eagle-eye shooter and deft ballhandler 
participated on the Junior Olympic team based in 
Boston this past summer 

Kelley, a varsity mainstay since his sophomore 
season, led the Golden Warriors in scoring last winter 
(16.3 per game average) and was third in rebounding 
despite playing outside much of the time 

Mike White was second to Jones in rebounding last 
season, and third in scoring with a 10.0 per game 
average. 

Scarpa is the floor general and probably the best 
pure passing guard in the area 

Also expected to start are junior backcourt perform- 
er E.J. Perry (5’8’’) and senior inside threat Bill 
Caselden (6'3’’) 

Perry, like the Boston Celtics’ current crowd-pleas- 
er Terry Duerod, was invaluable off the bench last 
year. He provided Andover with instant offense, never 
more evident than in the Christmas Tournament title 
game when he rallied AHS from a nine-point deficit 
with less than three minutes in regulation to a pulsat- 
ing 55-52 triple-overtime triumph against Methuen. 

Caselden was penciled in as a starter last season, 
scoring 17 points in the opening game, but a subse- 
quent blood infection sidelined him for virtually. the 
rest of the schedule. 

These five kids have been playing together contin- 
uously since they were in sixth grade, and that famil- 
iarity with one another was a key contributing factor 
to last year’s success. 

The two other lettermen, both of whom should see 
considerable action this winter, are senior guard 
Spencer DeShields (5'11'’) and senior post man Joe 
Smith (6°3’’). 

‘Everyone is looking at how many people we have 
returning,” stated Hixon. ‘‘But what they probably 
don't realize is that the four graduates all played in the 
same spot—the middle—and since we use the double 
post we have to find some replacements inside.” ~ 

Hixon hopes that the healthy Caselden and Smith 
will be the answer, helping chairman of the boards 
White to do the muscle work underneath. 

Six other players, five elevated from the JV team 
and the other a transfer student from Pennsylvania, 
complete the 13-man varsity squad. 

All six are juniors, and they are guards, Tony Arge- 
ropoulos (5'11"’) and Dick Kelley (5'9°"), along with 
swingmen, Tom Kannam (5'10’’), Steve Heibesen 
(6’5"’) and Jeff Canovich (6'2’’). 

Heibesen is a real leaper with little previous basket- 
ball experience, while Argeropoulos and Kannam have 
impressed defensively 

Kelley, younger brother of Ted, had a tough break 
last weekend when he suffered a fractured finger that 
will immobilize him for a time.

‘This is a good group of players in terms of chemis- 
try,’ explained Hixon. “They play well togetifer, 
they're all excellent passers, and they’re unselfish. 

‘‘We have much better than average outside shoot- 
ing with Kelly, Perry, White and Caselden, all of 
whom have good range and Scarpa makes dure the guy 
gets the ball and the shot in the right spot 

“I hope Perry will start for us, although I realize 
what an asset he is off the bench,’’ continued Hixon. ‘‘I 
think Spencer can play that role of sixth man for us 
this year 

‘“‘We expect to see all kinds of special defenses by 
opposing teams trying to shut Teddy Kelley down, but 
that’s going to be hard to do with Perry around. Teams 
will soon learn it’s a big mistake to leave him (Perry)

Engineer Paul Ferrante of Dana F. Per- 
kins Associates, representing the devel- 
oper, appeared before the Planning Board 
Tuesday night to request their approval of 
changes in the approved plan for the 270- 
home subdivision. Those changes were 
made to include the new easement. 

Ferrante said the revisions would allow 
the developer to ‘‘minimize the amount of 


cutting and filling’’ and save trees in sec- 
tion two of the seven-section subdivision 
That section is located off Canterbury 
Street 

While they found no obvious problems 
with the modified plan, the planners said 
they would not act on it until the Commu- 
nity Development and Planning staff has 
had a chance to review it. 

The country club development, one of 
the largest ever proposed in Andover, has 
been swathed in controversy since Cor- 
mier acquired the country club. Abutters 
strongly protested gravel removal from 
the site before the selectmen granted a 
gravel removal permit including a list of 
nearly 40 restrictions in June, 1980. 

The planners have approved the first 
three sections of the subdivision, which is 
bounded by Lowell, Beacon and Can- 
terbury streets, and Chandler Road.

Something oid, something new: Condo- 
minium conversions and heliports have 
found their way onto the Planning Board's 
agenda, as the planners start looking for- 
ward te next spring’s annual town meet-

Last year, town meeting gave emotional 
and enthusiastic support to a town bylaw 
to regulate condominium conversions in 
Andover — a bylaw later struck down as 
illegal by Attorney General Francis X 
Bellotti.

The state Senate has passed a condo 
conversion bill, Community Development 
and Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore 
told the board Tuesday night, but many 
observers believe that bill ‘‘will never get 
out of the House.” 


eventually have three plants in Andover 
has expressed some interest in building a 
heliport in West Andover’s Industrial Tech 
Park, Gilmore said, and is waiting for 
planning board action 

Because other industries in town could 
request permission to build heliports as 
well, the Zoning Board of Appeals believes 
a bylaw might be in order, the director 
added.

Equipment’ 
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Pole Hill Development 


Selectmen Drop Negotiations ; 
Planners Take Another Look 


After weeks of discussions leading no- 
where, the selectmen Monday night voted 
to give up on Pole Hill, and discontinue 
negotiations for the scenic site with devel- 
oper Arthur Kalogianis — bringing devel- 
opment on the hill closer than ever to 
reality. 

The Planning Board now will take anoth- 

er look at plans for Kalogianis’ ‘‘Water- 
ford Place’ subdivision during a Dec. 29 
public hearing, to consider potentially se- 
rious drainage problems that have come 
to light since the board approved the plan 
in August. 
_ As a result of that hearing, an unusual 
step, the planners could vote to reconsider 
their approval of the 69-lot Ballardvale 
subdivision, and require the*developer to 
modify his plans. 

Acting Town Manager Tony Torrisi indi- 
cated Monday that the town would be 
willing to pick up the bargaining again, as 
authorized by 1981 annual town meeting. 
Voters approved the Conservation Com- 
mission's plan to negotiate a deal with 
Kalogianis’ T.D.J: Development Corp., 
swapping Pole Hill for 25 town-owned 
acres off Woburn Street. 

Negotiations broke down over how much 
financial compensation the developer 
would accept to go along with the town- 
owned land, known as the tea lots. The 
town came up with several offers, Torrisi 
said, but Kalogianis “‘wouldn’t budge. 
There has been no progress.”’ The last 
discussion was held last Thursday, he 
said 

The planning board’s new concern over 
the subdivision has been sparked by the 
conservation commission’s review of the 
plans, prior to issuing their order of condi- 
tions Tuesday night. The commission 
found that storm drainage for two cul-de- 
sacs on the site would create serious soil 
erosion and sedimentation problems. 

Inadequate drainage could cause storm 
run-off to wash over the subdivision and 
abutters’ land, Community Development 
and Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore 
explained, causing ‘‘substantial erosion.’’ 

Special Counsel Thomas Arnold advised 
the planners that this concern would justi- 
fy holding a public hearing. Calling a hear- 
ing would not commit the board to 
reconsidering their approval, he em- 
phasized 

Planner Jack Tomlinson said he would 
hesitate to review the plans again after 
they had already been approved, and 
Marge Bradshaw pointed out that the Pub- 
lic Works staff had assured the board that 
drainage would be no problem. 

But Andrew Girdwood said, ‘‘It appears

that if the developer is left alone, he is 
going to ignore this problem. Somebody's 
got to come in and make sure that (the 
town’s) interests are protected.’’ 

The board voted unanimously to hold the 
public hearing on Tuesday, Dec. 29, as ‘‘a 
preliminary to possible modification of 
the plan.’’ (Planner Jerry Greer was ab- 
sent. ) 

Later Tuesday night, the conservation 
commission issued an order of conditions 
to regulate the impact the development 
will have on wetlands areas near the 
Shawsheen River. 

Their order calls for the redesign of 
parts of two cul-de-sacs, and requests 
more information on how soil erosion and 
sedimentation will be controlled, Virginia 
Hammond of the ConComm explained. 

Conservation Chairman Robert Pustell 
said the commission needed more time to 
prepare a thorough order of conditions, 
since more information was needed. But 
Atty. Reginald Marden, representing the 
developer, said he was not authorized to 
grant the commission an extension on 
their Tuesday deadline for issuing the 
order of conditions 

The commissioners worked on revising 
a draft of the order, with some help from 
Arnold, for more than three hours. 

Even though negotiations for the land 
swap were continuing up until Monday 
night, Kalogianis had already started cut- 
ting down trees on Pole Hill. 

Neighbors told the planners the devel- 
oper has cleared much of the land, and 
removed about 100 truckfuls of earth 
material from the site this week. Gird- 
wood agreed that it looks as though more 
than 20 lots have been cleared. 

The town came close to issuing a cease 
and desist order to stop the illegal truck- 
ing Tuesday, Gilmore indicated, but the 
developer stopped the trucking before 
town inspectors arrived on the site. With- 
out a special gravel removal permit, the 
developer is allowed to remove earth 
material from the subdivision roadways 
only. 

While the planners’ action may slow 
down the development, the selectmen this 
week helped move it along: With ‘‘no legal 
reason’ to delay approving’a sewer con- 
nection for the subdivision, the selectmen 
approved that connection ‘‘with reluc- 
tance.” 

Two weeks ago, the selectmen said they 
would not consider approving the sewer 
cennection until negotiations for the hill 
were concluded. Monday night, Selectman 
Susan Poore wondered if negotiations 
hadn’t come to a dead end because they 
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were ‘‘seen as an impediment’ by the 
developer 

The sewer connection, three-quarters of 
a mile long, will serve 60 homes in the 
development; the rest will be on septic 
systems. 

The sewer connection was approved af- 
ter the board held a 45-minute executive 
session to discuss the negotiations. 

The selectmen emphasized that they had 
‘no choice’’ but to approve the connection 


because, Donn Byrne said, they had ‘‘no 
legal reason” to deny it. However, he 


seconded Jerry Silverman’s motion for

hall conference room. Nearly all of them 
spoke in favor of spraying, addressing the 
committee for about an hour 

Doreen Correnti of Tilton Lane, leader 
of the drive for a special meeting and the 
only member of the gypsy moth commit- 
tee who favored spraying, said Friday she 
was ‘‘very upset’ that the finance com- 
mittee ‘‘stopped us from going to town 
meeting 


‘‘All they had to do was let it go to town 
meeting and let the people decide,’ she 
said. ‘‘That bylaw could have been over- 
looked. Let the democratic process pre- 
vail, let town meeting decide how the 
people’s money is going to be spent. It’s 
our money, and we decide.”’ 


Correnti said she is convinced town 
meeting would support spraying, pointing 
out that during a single Saturday more 
than 600 townspeople signed a petition 
calling for the special meeting. 


“There is no raging debate in town — 
there is no question about jt,”’ she main- 
tained. ‘‘People would support spraying.” 


There are now ‘‘several people’’ gather-: 


ing information and preparing a new arti- 
cle for the annual meeting, she said, 
despite some fear that by April, it may be 
too late to arrange for aerial spraying. 


While conceding that there are ‘‘legiti- 
mate arguments’’ against spraying, Cor- 
renti said there are ‘‘not enough of them” 
to justify the let-nature-take-its-course ap- 
proach 


“The entire situation is evil,’’ she ex- 
plained. ‘‘But aerial spraying is the least 
of the evils. It would probably be more 
effective (than doing nothing). We can't 
just expect the collapse of the (moth pop- 
ulation) cycle — there is no guarantee that 
there will be a three-year peak, or a two- 
year peak — the experts don’t know.”’ 


Chairman Dunbar said she would favor 
amending the bylaw that gives the Fin- 
€om veto power over special town meet- 
ings, so in the future the committee would 
not have to approve an article to allow a 
spécial meeting.

Estimated Tax 


Bills To Be 
In The Mail

Taxpayers will find estimated property tax bills in 
their mailboxes before Christmas, the acting town 
manager said Monday night, with payment due in 30 
days. 

The balance will be billed in mid-March and payable 
by May 1, 1982. 

Acting Manager Tony Torrisi pointed out that the 
estimated bills will not be based on the new tax rate, 
but will represent one-half the total taxes paid in fiscal 
1981. Townspeople are encouraged, but not obligated, 
to pay more. 

Sending estimated bills, with the approval of the 
state Department of Revenue, has become necessary 
because the assessors are still waiting for information 
from PRC Jacobs, the firm that has revalued all 
property in town this year. 

The new tax rate will be based on Jacobs’ informa- 
tion, after it is certified by the state. But tax bills of 
some sort must go out before the end of the calendar 
year, both because the town needs the revenue, and to 
allow residents to declare the payments on their feder- 
al tax returns for 1981. 

, The bills will be mailed by the end of next week, 
Torrisi said. 

All exemptions or abatements allowed during fiscal 
81 (July 1, 1980 through June 30, 1981) will be included 
in the computation of taxpayers’ net tax payable, 
according to the assessors. 

Taxpayers who have purchased property since Jan. 1 
should make an estimated payment based on one-half 
of last year’s tax bill. For new homes not on last year’s 
tax rolls, owners may pay an estimate based on 1.20 
percent of the total purchase price of their property. 

Homeowners who hold escrow accounts should take 
their tax bills to their banks as soon as they receive 
them, the assessors say. 

Amounts that remain unpaid 30 days after the esti- 
mated bills have been issued will be charged interest 
at the rate of 14 percent.

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Pines Way as a public way, or did it vote on ‘‘personal- 
ity’? 

Residents of the 14-year-old street, arguing that 
town meeting made an “‘unreasonable’’ decision when 
it denied the street acceptance last June, have peti- 
tioned the county commissioners to have that vote 
overturned. 

The commissioners opened a hearing on that petition 
two weeks ago in their Salem offices, and continued 
the hearing Tuesday, when they came to Andover to 
see Whispering Pines Way for themselves. Snould they 
find in the homeowners’ favor, the commissioners 
could order the town clerk to accept the roadway, 
making the town responsible for its maintenance. 

The hearing has been continued until Jan. 5, accord- 
ing to Atty. Andrew Caffrey, who is representing the 
homeowners, as he did at town meeting. But they will 
not be required to make a decision at that time 

The homeowners had expected the commissioners to 
reach a decision this week, Caffrey said, but abutter 
John Doyle of 40 Reservation Road appeared before 
them at the Tuesday hearing to support the town 
meeting action. Doyle has opposed the street accep- 
tance since it was first proposed at town meeting in 
1970. 

The commissioners continued the hearing, hoping 
that Doyle and his neighbors would be able to reach a 
compromise, the attorney said. However, there is 
little chance that any compromise can be reached, 
Caffrey said: ‘“‘We have talked (with Doyle) until 
we're blue in the face.” 

It was Doyle who argued successfully against the 
street acceptance at town meeting with a long and 
dramatic speech. Although town officials including the 
selectmen, Planning Board and town manager recom- 
mended acceptance, Doyle said the street was in 
violation of state and town ‘‘laws and rules and regula-

tions’ because the road pavement is not located in the 
center of the right of way 

Because of that engineering error, trees have been 
cut from his property, power lines erected on his 
property, and snow plowed onto his property without 
his ‘knowledge or permission,”’ he told town meeting, 
along with a long list of other problems. 

The electric company was willing to remove the 
power cables from Doyle’s property, Caffrey told the 
voters, but he would net allow them on his land. 

The attorney said Wednesday that he would not 
‘venture to ghess’’ what the county commissioners’ 
ruling might be. But he said the homeowners of Whis- 
pering Pines Way ‘‘clearly feel that town meeting 
didn’t vote on the facts and issues, but on personality.”’
